Schmitz was no longer mayor of San Francisco, by reason of his 
conviction and sentence to five years on a charge of extortion, the 
Board of Supervisors, at a meeting1 yesterday afternoon, by a vote 


' of ten to two, elected Dr. Charles Boxton as mayor after he had 


resigned from the board. 


It i* stated by the graft prosecution that Boxton had been made 


mayor to avoid legal complications, and that he would remain in 
office only a few days. It is proposed by the graft prosecution to 
depose Boxton and select a mayor by representatives in equal 


^ numbers of labor and employers. 


PLAN SUBMITTED TO LABOR ORGANIZATIONS. 


This plan is being submitted to the several labor organizations 


today. According to the plan mapped out the citizens of San 
Francisco will^be called upon to select the mayor. The Chamber of 
Commerce, the Merchants Association, the Merchants Exchange,, 
the Board of Trade and the Real Estate Board will be asked to name 
three delegates each, the Labor Council eight and the Building 
Trades Council seven, making thirty in all, divided equally among 
the commercial and Jabor organizations. These associations will be 
asked to name their representatives by Saturday and so soon there- 
after as possible they will meet in conference to select the new chief 
executive of the city. This having been' done, Boxton will resign 
and the way cleared for the new regime. 
HERE IS WHAT MADE BOXTON FAMOUS. 


Dr. Charles Boxton, until he entered the political arena, was a 


practicing dentist with a modest office over a druggist's shop on 
Powell and Post streets. He was a member of the National Guard 
and as such saw service in the Philippines during the Spanish war. 
He returned here with the title of major.

000 votes. He was re-elected in 1903, and two years later, though

of his arrival took an opportunity to 
deny the reports from Tokio that the 
leadership of the progressive govern- 
ment party would fall upon his return 
home, and that efforts would/be made 
to> overthrow the Saionji ministry. He 
declined to express an opinion on the 
intention of the United States gov- 
ernment to send a large fleet of war- 
ships from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
coast. The Admiral will take luncheon 
with President Roosevelt on Friday at 
Oyster Bay. 
The admiral received numerous dis- 
patches on board the Carmlna at quar- 
antine, and after he had read them he 
received the newspaper men. He Is of 
short stature and compact figure with 
iron gray hair. A long gray beard did 
not conceal a smile which played about 
his face during the entire visit. 


BURDEN ON AMERICA. 


For the reporters the admiral an- 
swered each question first with an ex- 
Ipandlng smile. His replies were in 
Japanese, which were interpreted by 
an American. When asked what he 
thought of the intention of the United 
States government to fiend practically 
all of our battleships to the Pacific 
Coast, Admiral Yamamotoa, smiling 
broadly, said: 


"I, myself, have no bad feeling 
against the United States; but it is a 
question for American to answer and 
not for us to express an opinion. 


"American is a country which has 
been very friendly to us for years; 
fact, the treaty between this country 
and Japan was made at the time I w'as 
born. It is an old feeling of friendship 
which I do not think a passing storm 
can interfere with; but it depends up- 
on the pens of the 'press to smooth 
the storm." 


Admiral Yamamotoa seemed to re- 
gard as a joke the report from Tokio 
that on his return Count Okuma would 
ask him to take up the leadership of 
the progressive party with a view of 
overthrowing the Sakmji ministry, and 
after aJiearty laugh said: 
"I have already accepted one cabinet 
position In my country and am,quite 
tired out. My business now Is the 
sword by my side. Political parties 
have no interest for me." 
The Admiral said that much depend- 
ed upon the attitude taken by the press 
upon the present actuation. 
"Too much care cannot be taken by 
the press," continued Admiral Yamam- 
otoa, "for a few careless words will 
do more harm than good. There are 
many sensational papers, both here and 
in Japan, and I ask the editors to 
make a thorough study of the situation 
before writing their views:" 
The Admiral may make an Informal 
call on President Roosevelt today at 
Oyster Bay after he has received the 
official visits of Admiral Evans, com- 
manding the Atlantic fleet, and Admiral 
Goodrich, commanding the New York 
navy yard.

vteors an application for a competitive franchise, under the provisions of 
the Political Code governing the action of tho board in such matters; that 
the Pacific States compapnpy Immediately began to oppose the advertise- 
ment of such a sale; that Louis Glass, on the death of President John L. 
Sabln, had become, and at this time was acting president and manager of 
that company; that Theodore V. Halsey during the years 1905 and 1906 
occupied the position of general agent under Glass and that his duties were 
simply to 'look after' opposition telephone companies 
and 
report upon 


them to Glass and act under the orders of Glass only; that J-n the perform- 
ance of ms duties Halsey had as his assistant John -Crouse, and that to- 
gether Halsey and Crouse took up the 
task 
of 
defeating 
the 


application 
made 
by 
the 
Home Company; that 
In 
doing so 


Crouse 'saw' different members of the Board of Supervisors by Halsey's In- 
•tructions and brought a number of them to the telephone company's office 
and showed them through the building and afterward took them and 
gave 


them a nice lunch—with wine—and told them how advantageous It was for 
•an Francisco to have only one telephone system. 


THE INTRODUCTION. 


"That he introduced some of the Supervisors to Halsey and Halsey 'talked 


with them;' that on the 26th day of February, 1906, the Board of Supervisors 
passed to prim an ordinance to advertise a competitive franchise for sale; 
that during the preceding week Halsey went to Frank G. Drum, who repre- 
aented one of the large stockholders In the Pacific States Companyjand was a 
member of the Board of Directors and of the executive committee—Henry T. 
Scott having been In the meantime elected president of the company, but 
Glass being still the acting president and head of the corporation—and In 
Drum's office in the Mills Building told Drum that he would like to get a 
room there in which to interview some of the Supervisors; that Drum secured 
three rooms for him through Assistant Agent Cannon, of the Mills Buildng, 
these rooms bemg unoccupied temporarily and the understanding being be- 
tween Dnim and Cannon that they we« to be used by Halsey for a few days only, 
In an emergency; that these three rooms were' on the second floor; that 
Halsey took possession of them and was seen in them by Cannon; that in 
response to telephone messages sent from one of'these rooms by Halsey 
about eight of the Supervisors, one after another, appeared at these rooms 
and were, one at a time, ushered Into Halsey's presence by Crouse, who 
closed the door after the admittance of each, and remained on guard in an 
outer room awaiting the signal from Halsey that he was "ready for ano- 
ther;" that in this inner room Halsey at Intervals of about half an hour paid 
the sum of 15000 in currency to Supervisors Coleman, Wilson (we 
think), 


Furey, M.imlock and Lonergan; and that to some of»them he promised an 
additional 15000 each at the end 
of their terms of office, and to others 


promised the additional sum of $2500; as to each of the other eleven Sup- 
ervisors we expect to show that Halsey paid them $50000 apiece and prom- 
toed some of them nn additional bribe to vote against and use their influ- 
ence against the Home franchise. 


BOXTON BRIBED. 


"We rxpeet to prove to you that Boxton was a member of the previous 
board of supervisors as well and that during that term he had supported the 
Pacific States monopoly at the reauest of Halsey; that

one-half 
of the bribe by them receded; we expect to prove to you that Hal- 
s*y had «o power to pay these bribes without voucher or that anybody had 
that pow<-r except Glass, and that Glass told Auditor Zimmer to draw a check 
for 110,000 and make It payable to the treasurer of the company—which was cus- 
tomarily <lone when cash was wanted—and told him to cash the check in cur- 
rency and give the money to Halsey and not ask Halsey for any voucher; 
that this operation was repeated seieral times, until $30,000 or ¥40.000 had thus 
been checked out by Zimmer for the company's account and had by him been 
turned over to Halsey in currency, Halsey telling Zimmer merely to account 
for It by writing 'cash expense account slips'; that in this way about 160,000 
was checked out; we will show you by Zfmmer that Hals«y came back to 
him twlct and returned 15000 or 16000, saying he had found It unnecessary to use 
that amount; and we shall show you that this money was the money returned

"Proceed with the witness." the ciurt said. 
Answering the question, Dr. Boxto-i said he was a member of the Board of 
supervisors during 1905 and 1906 and until yesterday, when he resigned in order to 
succeed Schmita temporarily aa Mayor at the behest of the nrosecutlon. 
Then< eforth Mich question put bv Heney wa» objected to by Delmms on tech- 
nics! grounds and nearly every objection so made was overruled. When Hencv asked 
Beaton If he participated in the proceedings relative to the s&le of the telephone 
franchise to the Home Coir.pany. Delrpas. objected on the ground that the minutes 
•f the boird were the best evidence. 
"What became of tho«p records?" Hn>ey asked. 
"They were destroyed In the fire." rcolled Boxton. 
Then Henev told Delmas that if the latter "Intended to be technical" he would 
Ml! the clerk of the board to testify and resume the examination of Boxton later. 
D*tm»9 denied such an intention. 
The witness testified, over the objection of the defense, that he was a mem- 
B*r of tho public i-tiHtles committee when the Home Telephone Company's Applica- 
tion T;as before that branch of the beard. He. said that his application also waa 
destroyed In the fire. 
DELMAS OBJECTS. 


Questions by Heney as to the general contents of thin anollcitlon and as to 
when h«» had first met HaJsy provoked an objection from Delmad and led • to a 
prolonged argument, during which the Jury was excused by the court. Heney sup- 
ported the competency of the teller question by explaining that he wanted to show 
that Hab ev in all of his acts appertaining to the bribery of Boxton was acting as 
the subordinate and vmder the direct orders of Glass. 
When adjournment was taken shortly before 1 o'clo-sk. In the absence of the 
Jvry. the argument between jnenev and Delmas as to the admlssibillty of this and 
•Imilar evidence was still in progress. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At the commencement of the afternoon session the question which save rise 
to the mornlner argument was withdrawn.

UITLANDERS WHO CONNECT 


WITH SEWERS 
APOLOGIZE 


Charles Butters and Carl Brower, 


wealthy residents of Claremont whose 
palatial domains in some mysterious 
way became connected with the city 
sewer In Fifty-ninth street, admitted 
'oday before the Board of Public "Works 
that an apology was due from them to 
the municipal authorities for invading 
the city sewer. 
"I simply paid for a sewer in the 
Ainsworth tract which I don't have 
any use for," said Mr. Butlers, and 
somebody connected it with the Fifty- 
ninth street sewer. It I were to pay 
by area as the people did who built 
the district sewers It would cost me 
nearly $6000. I have thirty acres in 
my home tract and don't want to cut 
it up into lots as is being done at the 
old Livermore place, Rockridge Park, 
beyond the County C!ub, by Birdsal! 
& Craig. If It could be arranged that 
each outside resident should pay for 
connecting with the city sewer It would 
suit me. 


COURSE NOT GOOD, 


City Attorney McElroy explained that 
such a course is not feasible as the 
city has no jurisdiction over property 
owners outside. The outside owner of 
a lot nearest the line might pay for a 
connection with the city sewer and 
those beyond him would be sewering 
into his sewer. 
Carl Brower, who also owns a fine 
residence with large grounds, said: 
"My place was connected with the 


Fifty-ninth street sewer through oth- 
ers. I am ready to disconnect it right 
now. 
I have a cesspool and am going 
away for the summer, anyhow. If I 
had attended to my own business in- 
stead of allowing somebody else to do 


so, this would not have! occurred." 


Birdsall & Craig, real estate men, who 
are opening- a tract at Rockridge Park 
for sale in villa 'olc, explained that the 
lack of sewer outlet prevents sales be- 
ing made. 


Mayor Mott explained to Messrs. 
Butters, Brower and the others that 
residents in the outside territory are 
receiving' benefits in the way of police 
and fin» protection without contribut- 
ing to the support of the city depart- 
ments, 
"If they are given 
sewer outlets 
they would bo still more loathe to an- 
nex to the city of Oakland, where they 
belong1," added the Mayor. 
"To the city arid county of Oakland," 
Interjected City Engineer Turner. 


"That's so," admitted Mott. 
It ivns admitted that there aro now 
four outside properties using the sewer 
in Flftv-nlnth street without authority 
and in defiance of an ordinance declaring 
it a misdemeanor 
to 
ronncct outsido 
propel ty with a city sewer. 


SEWER ORDERED CUT. 


It was further explained to Mr. But- 
ters and others that the council had or- 
dered the outside 
connections cut off, 
but to gho the outslctcis a chance to ex» 
plain, action had been deferred. 
City Attorney McElroy told tho visit- 
ing: outsiders that Die Piedmont resident* 
had paid $3000 twelve years ago for (h« 
piivilepre of connecting with an outlet 
sfwer built bv the city 
He thought th» 
Claremont residents 
might mako some 
such arrangement with the City Council. 
It was finally agreed that Mr. Butters 
and others interested should appear be- 
fore the Citv Council street committee 
tomorrow niffJit with a view of arranging 
to afford an .outlet into tho city sewers 
for the sewage of some 300 or 400 acres 
of land which is now building up rapidly 
outside of the city limits in Claremont

HE WORK of purifying San Frahcicsc has reached 
Dr. Charles Boxton, dentist, soldier, politician, boodler, 
bribe-taker, informer and "good dog," and 


him to the mayoralty. It is an anti-climax, a sorry, mournful 
faux pas that excites pity for San Francisco mingled with dis- 
gust for the huxtering and bickering ataong the evangelists of 
reform responsible for this miserable, feculent achievement^ 


In a joint debate an opponent characterized the campaign 


of General Sam IJouston 1o the devil shearing the hog, great 
cry and little wool. 


"Xow we will shear the Runnels family, and we know we'll 


get wool/' said Houston when it came to his turn. It was 
notorious that Houston's opponent was possessed of a brood of 
mulatto children. 
' 


The wool in Boxton's-case is a sworn confession to the 


Grand Jury of the acceptance of sundry bribes. The fleece is 
abundant enougb, but it is hardly worth the shearing. It can 
scarcely be accepted as a triumph for public decency. The 
Examiner thus enumerates some of Boxton's claims to public 
confidence: 


"Mayor Charles Boxton, after being caught, 
cheerfully 


owned up to taking 


"A $5000 bribe from the Telephone Company, 
"A $750 bribe from the Gas Company, 
" A $4000 bribe from the Trolley Company, 
"A $500 bribe from the fight trust. 
"These things the present mayor of San Francisco admitted 


tinder oath before the Grand Jury. 
Examples of Judicial Discourtesy. 


A judge on the bench is to be presumed to be actuated by good 


•motives, and the nature of his duties and the dignity of his office 
entitle him to respect and public confidence. 
Judicial process lies 


at the base of government and social order, and should be given 
due reverence. Judicial acts should not be criticized lightly or from 
the standpoint of personal animus, for the judge has 
many dis- 


agreeable duties to perform in holding tjfie scales of justice. 
The 


very solemnity tof his office invests him with dignity and his utter- 
ances from the bench w^th weight, a fact that claims due recog- 
nition from all who render obedience to law and 
feel 
a proper 


reverence for its mandates and ministers. 
. 


On the other hand, the judge owes proper respect 
to 
the 


judicial function. He must not allow personal animus to control his 
decisions and rulings, must maintain becoming dignity and a bearing 


; that commands respect, also the gravity and calmness befitting the 


responsibilities of his high position. The decorum and courtesy he 
has the right and power to exact from others should be exhibited by 
hirnself. He should be fair. He should be guarded in his expres- 
sions while on the bench. The immunity with which the law and 


. 
public sentiment surrounds him, should admonish him to control 
his temper, stifle his personal antipathies and restrain all tendency 
to angry and evil speech. Above all, it is incumbent upon him to 
be patient, forbearing and dignified. Abuse of power and privilege 
brings the judicial office into disrepute. Acts and words of dis- 
courtesy from the bench provoke contempt and discourtesy from 
the bar. 


There is a moral in all this for Judge Dunne. The application 


of it L-. readily discernible in the following extract from the report 
of the proceedings while Schmitz was up for sentence: 


"You 
have, by your wilful and criminal act 
" went on Judge 


Dunne, heedless of the plea of the defendant. 


"We take an exception to any cruel or unusual punishment by 


the juilge of this court," broke in Attorney Metson for his client. 


Judge Dunne looked down sternly at the 
bellicose lawyer, 


•wrinkled his brow, and said ^severely : 


"It I am interrupted again, Mr." Metson, I will send you to 


jail. You would be engaged in better business if you were asking 
this court to set a day to inquire into an accusation made against 
you here that you wilfully and deliberately attempted to tamper 
•with and influence a witness in this case." 


If Mr. Metson transgressed the bounds of propriety in objecting 


lo the judge's remarks, he -should have been rebuked and silenced, 
or committed for contempt. It was entirely proper for his honor 
to enforce order and hold, himself free from interruption, for objec- 
tion could just as well have been entered after as while the judge 
was delivering his lecture to the defendant at bar. But Judge 
•Dunne retorted with angry recrimination. He even hurled a crim- 
inal accusation at the offending attorney. • In so many words he 
<hargod Mr. Metson with the commission of a crime in connection 
with the trial of the case in which he 
was 
imposing sentence. 


Obviously he should have cited Mr. Metson for contempt or referred 
*he matter to th'e District Attorney and Grand Jury for action, in the 
•premises—or else held his tongue. 
It was a gross abuse of the 


judicial prerogative to charge an attorney speaking for a client 
•with a crime by way of acrimonious retort without taking steps to 
demonstrate the truth or punish the alleged offense. 
He took ad- 


vantage of the immunity of his position to place a stigma on a man 
•gainst whom he holds a grudge. It was neither,dignified, decorous 


- nor courageous. 


On *he following day, when Schmitz applied for bail, the fol- 


lowing took place, according to the reports of all the papers:

"Attorney Frank Drew then arose and asked if Judge Dunne 


would allow his client to visit the office of his attorneys today. 
Judge Dunne answered very shortly, 'No.' Drew then entered into 
.• lengthy argument that there were thirty-four indictments found 
.•gainst his client, and that many facts necessary for the defense 
«re known *by the defendant only. He was still arguing 
when 


Jodgt Dunne unconcernedly called another case, on the calendar 
and the attorney left the courtroom, talking earnestly with the ex-

It is a sickening, record. Boxton's record in the old board 


was discreditable. He was classed with the vicious minority, 
and everything he proposed or advocated was regarded with 
.suspicion. His confession only confirmed previous estimates 
of his character. Why this filthy rogue should have been 
selected to head the city government passes comprehension. 
Are there no'honest men in San Francisco fit to. be trusted 
with the reins of authority that the reform captains .should 
have anointed Boxton with the holy .oils and presented him to 
the people as their ruler? 


The trial of Louis Glass, now on before Judge Lawlor, 


will painfully disclose the disgraceful character of Boxton's 
elevation to the mayoralty. 
The indictment on which Glass 


is being tried charges him witli bribing this same Boxton. It 
is expected, of course, that Boxton will go on the stand and 
publicly confess under oath to being a bribe-taker! The spec- 
tacle of a man just elected to the mayoralty by direction of the 
District Attorney's office going into court and admitting that 
he is a thief and a boodler will be a shocking one. It will be 
shameful beyond expression. The shame will be accentuated 


hv the fact that he was elected by* the votes of boodlers and 
thieves acting under orders given in secret by the graf 1 
prosecution. 


Boxton's crimes were known long ago to Messrs. Spreckels, 


Langdon and Heney. He was placed at the head of the city 
government with a full/knowledge, of his infamy. The re- 
sponsibility for his selection therefore cannot be \ denied 01 
evadect. 


Boxton's tenure as mayor will'only be temporary, it is an- 


nounced, but there is no apparent reason why he should be per- 
mitted to disgrace the city for a moment. "Yiras there no honesl 
man willing, to program in the cause of civic purity f Was there 
any real necessity for making a confessed bribe-taker, a man 
of notoriously bad character and evil reputation, mayor for s 
single'day? If Boxton is the best the graft crusaders hav< 
to offer, the strait of San Francisco is desperate, indeed. 


According to a manifesto issued by District Attorney 


Langcfon,- the task of selecting a provisional mayor to succeed 
Boxton has been delegated to thirty delegates, to be chosen ir 
equal numbers by the trades unions and the commercial bodies 
This arrangement promises a deadlock. Should this conventioi 
be unable to agree on a man for mayor, Boxton will continue t( 
disgrace the municipality by remaining at its head. But \v< 
have the assurance that he will be a good dog, and the cit\ 
will be governed in some sort by a'dog-whip. However bone- 
Sclent this kind of government may be, it is calculated t( 
bring the very name of reform into contempt. It is cortainh 
, not the consummation that the public had a right to expect f roir 
the crusade for civic decency.

E. Lattlmore, a young Australian ^who 
has been In the AJameda County 'Jail 
awaiting transportation because he Is 
raftering 
from^ trachoma, yesterday, 


convinced Judge Graham that the suit 
for maintenance brought against him 
by his wife was the result of his moth- 
er-in-law's Interference. 


"My mother-in-law alway* wa» In- 


terfering," 
said 
Lattlmore, on the 
stand. "It was she who told the im- 
migration officers I had escaped from 
the detention sheds.

Authorities Seek to Break Up Agreement 


Between Companies—United Cigar 


Stores Is Named.

NEW YORK, July 10. — The govern- 


ment file'd today In the United States 
court in this city a petition apalnst 
the American Tobacco company, the 
Imperial Tobacco company, the Brit- 
ish-American Tobacco company, 
the 


American Snuff company, the Ameri- 
can ff!e;ar company, the United Cigar 
Stores company, the American Stogie 
company, the MacAndrewrs & Forbes 
company, the Conley Tobacco compa- 
ny and sixty-five other corporations 
and twenty-nine individuals connected 
with the named companies. 
These corporations and individuals 


constitute what is generally known as 
the "Tobacco Trust," and the petition 
directed against threm sets forth the 
purpose of the government to dissolve 
this trust by breaking up the agree- 
ments under which the consolidated 
concerns are working. 
In showing 


the growth of the "Trust" since its or- 
ganization in 1890 the conclusion Is 
reached that at an early day, unless 
prevented. It would completely mo- 
nopolise the entire tobacco industry. 


WOTJLD BREAK TRUST 


That all the defendants are engaged 


in Interstate and foreign trade and 
corrtmerce in tobacco and 
products 


manufactured therefrom is alleged by 
the petition. It is stated that the act 
of July 2, 1890, "to protect trade and 
commerce" and subsequent acts have 
been violated and 
the government 


therefore seeks to prevent 
and re- 


strain the unlawful existing agree- 
ments, combinations and conspiracies 
and 
attempts to 
monopolize, and 


break ap perfected monopolies. The 
g-overnment asks 
that 
the existing 


combinations, conspiracies and mo- 
nopolies be enjoined and that each of 
the 'defendant companies be restrained 
from holding or controlling stock 
in 


any other. 
It Is asked further that 
the Imperial Tobacco cpmpany be en- 
Joined from doing business within the 
jurisdiction of the United States un- 
less it shall cease to observe the terms 
of its agreement with the American 
companies; that certain of the defend- 
ants be declared combinations in re- 
straint of tradt^ and be enjoined from 
engaging in interstate 
and 
foreign 


trade and commerce, or that a receiv- 
er be appointed to take charge of 
their affairs and administer them so 
at to bring about conditions in har- 
mony with tho law. 


FORMED IN 1890. 


The organization of the tobacco trust, 


according to thn petition, dates from tnc 
formation of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany In 1890 to acquire five competing 
olgnrette manufacturers with joint as- 
sets much less than §25,000,000, and an 
annual consumption of leaf unoer lo,- 
000.000 pounds. 
The petition shows 
the 
subsequent 
hlstors', development and growth of that 
company until Its totnl assets now ex- 
ceed |276,000,000 and likewise the origin 
and manipulation of scores of created, 
acquired 
and 
controlled corporations 


utilized as agencies to accomplish the 
general design; the progressive absorp- 
tion and elimination of competitors anil 
destruction of formidable opposition, and 
the entry by the defendants Into various 
departments of manufacture and trade, 
domestic and foreign, with Intent 
to 


monopolize. 
The allegation Is m.lde that the 'num- 
bers of the combination have divided up 
the tobacco business of the world, as- 
signing to each some special territory for 
unmolested exploitation. 
It is declared 
that the consolidated coi-r.arations 
an- 
nually 
purchased 
275,000,000 pounds of 
domestic leaf .uid of the total pioduced 
In the United States, manufacture, sell 
and distribute 
more 
than . 2S«0.000,00* 
pounds of the smoking and plug tobacco; 
!)5 per cent of the anuff; SO per cent of 
the cigarettes, IB per cent of the small 
cigan, W per cent of the Hcorlee pro- 
ducts, 80 per cent of the tin foil products 
and 10 to 15 per cent of the cigars and 
stogies; that they are rapidly acquiring 
control of the ordinary 
agencies — job- 
bers, wholesalers and retailers — through 
which tobacco products are distributed. 


TOTAL PRODUCTION- 


Of the total annual production of do- 
mestic tobacco, estimated at 800,000,000 
pounds, seventy-five per cent. Is pur- 
chased py the American Tobacco com- 
pany and Its associates and allies 
at 
prices which the government alleges to 
be unlawfully influenced by the combin- 
ation. It is said that this is in defiance 
of the usual laws of trade where open 
competition by many separate and In- 
dependent concerns control the prices. 
The petition continues: 
"The 
American Tobacco company of 
New Jersey, organized In 1890. with $23,- 
000,000 capital, took over the business of 
Allen & Ginter of Richmond: W. Duke 
Sons & Co. of North Carolina; Kinney 
Tobacco company; W. S. Kim ball & Co. 
and Goodwin & Co of New York, and 
thereby secured control of the trade and 
commerce In cigarettes. 
It 
was 
Immediately successful 
and 
shortly after Its formation the interest- 
ed parties began to extend Its operations 
and with others united from, time to time 
hav«v Bteadlly sought through it to ac- 
auire dominating power ana to monopo* 
«e the different branches of the tobac- 
co Industry, 
TniB company has tne prin- 
cipal agency through which the design! 
of the combination 
have been accom- 
plished, but many different corporations 
have been organized, the control of many 
others ha* b*en secured and in various 
ways these have been manipulated and 
utilized." 
The operations of the mopopoly, ac- 
cording to tho petition, have been along 
this general plan: 
To acquire through 
other confederated companies the busi- 
ness 
of 
aucceasful 
opponents taking 
from owners and managers and there- 
after to engage in the tobacco business; 
to drive out other companies by destruc- 
tive competition; to deter any wfia might 
wish to engage in the tobacco trade; and. 
finally, to gain control of the agencies 
through wh(ch the tobacco products were 


It la aaid theM things have been ac- 
complished by means of the in e reining 
power and forces of (he combination and 
by acquiring controlling interests In the 
•tack of corporations thereafter operat- 
ing; without competition. 


UNFAIR MBTHOO4V 


Many kto#» of unfair trade method* 
have been resorted to, tt la said, a 


secretly controlled to advertise itself as 
wholly independent and free fro pi asso- 
ciation with their associates and com- 
binations; to offer Its goods below cost; 
to imitate competing brands, and in thct>e 
ways to uee the same for the destruc- 
tion of real Independents. 
After reciting the bitter trade war be- 
tween American and English concerns, 
the petition shows now the combin'itloriM 
in these countries, weatying of competi- 
tion, In 1902, entered Into written agree- 
ments each not to Interfere with t|ie 
other, among certain well-defined lines 
and together forming the Imperial To- 
bacco Company to carry on the trade 
and commerce In other countries with- 
out competition. 
The Government de- 
clares that this division of tho worM has 
ever sfnce been strictly observed and the 
three companies with their allies and as- 
sociates have all been operated In har- 
mony. 


An interesting chapter of the petition 
is devoted to methods of distribution of 
tobacco products. 
The American 
To- 
bacco 
Company, in 1801, the 
petition 
states, secretly acquired control of the 
United Cigar Stores Company (for a 
long time thereafter denied), and through 
Its retail tobaoco stores are established 
In the targe cities which by reason of 
the powerful suiport and Influence of 
the combination have quickly secured 
a dominating position in the Irada and 
are destroying competition. 
NEW YORK, July 10,—James C. Mc- 
Reynolds, the special assistant nttorney- 
gensral, who fifed the complaint In the 
tobacco cases, eaid that the Immediate 
proseontlon of some of the defendants 
named In the case was highly probable; 
that the violation of the Sherman Imw, 
under which the action Is brought, la a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and 
a 
criminal offense.
